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SECTION  B 


General  provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  area. 

1.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946, 
the  following  services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  :- 

(a)  Ambulance  Service. 

(b  ) Home  Nursing  Service. 

Two  District  Nurse  Midwives  work  in  the  Borough 
of  Droitwich.  They  attend  midwifery  cases  and 
cases  of  general  Illness. 

(c)  Home  Help  Service. 

This  Service  is  administered  by  the  Womens 
Voluntary  Service  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council. 

It  is  an  emergency  service  of  domestic  help  in 
cases  of  sickness,  confinement  or  accident. 

(d)  Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation  against  diphtheria 
can  be  carried  out,  free  of  charge,  by  the  patient’s 
own  doctor  op  at  one  of  the  County  Council’s  clinics. 

(e)  Care  of  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  and  Young  Children. 

The  County  Council's  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  In 
the  Baptist  Church  Hall,  Droitwich,  every  Tuesday 
afternoon.  Children  can  be  Immunised  against 
diphtheria  at  this  Clinic.  The  following  attendances 
were  made  during  the  year  :-

The  County  Council’s  Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  held  on 
the  second  and  fourth  Wednesday  mornings  in  each 
month  at  the  Baptist  Church  Hall,  Droitwich. 

The  number  of  attendances  made  at  this  clinic 
during  the  year  was  227. 


2.  Hospitals. 


This  district  is  served  by  general  hospitals  in  Worcester  and 
Birmingham.  Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  admitted  to  Newtown 
Isolation  Hospital,  Worcester. 

Maternity  cases,  which  cannot  be  confined  at  home,  are  admitted 
to  Maternity  Homes  at  Stourport,  Bromsgrove  and  Evesham. 

5.  National  Assistance  Act  1948, (Section  47). 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  under  this  Section  of  the 
Act  during  the  year.  Two  cases  were  dealt  with  by  informal  action.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA . 


1.  Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  to  the  Borough,  purchased,  in  hulk  from  the 
East  Worcestershire  Waterworks  Company,  continued  to  be  adequate 
in  both  quantity  and  quality  throughout  the  year.  Samples  were 
taken  for  analysis  quarterly  and  gave  satisfactory  results.  A 
copy  of  the  County  Analyst’s  report  on  a sample  of  this  water 
is  given  below. 

The  majority  of  dwelling  houses  in  the  town  have  a water  supply 
direct  from  the  public  mains,  with  the  exception  of  outlying  farms 
and  cottages,  which  have  a supply  from  wells.

NEW  HOUSING. 

During  the  year  52  houses  were  completed  at  Stalls  Farm  Estate, 
32  houses  were  in  progress  In  December.  On  completion  these  houses 
will  practically  finish  this  Estate,  A contract  for  the  erection 
of  twelve  bungalows  for  aged  persons  was  being  prepared  in  December. 
A start  had  been  made  on  the  treatment  of  the  grass  islands  and  the 
asphalting  of  the  Verges  at  the  Stalls  Farm  Estate  and  this  had 
resulted  in  a much  improved  appearance. 

Two  more  houses  were  occupied  at  the  Roundabouts  Estate  during 
the  yea r thus  completing  this  small  Estate. 

With  the  end  of  Stalls  Farm  Estate  in  sight  your  Council  decided 
to  proceed  with  the  development  of  the  St.  Peters  Crescent  Estate. 
The" construction  of  the  roads  and  sewers  were  advertised  for  tender 
at  the  close  of  the  year,  and  your  Council  had  then  decided  to 
develop  the  Estate  with  non-traditional  houses,  contracts  being 
offered  to  Messrs,  Wates  Ltd.  and  Messrs.  Selleck  Nicholls  & Co. Ltd. 
for  Cornish  Unit  houses. 
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A small  scheme  of  redevelopment  was  being  prepared  at  the  close 
of  the  year,  which  envisaged  the  demolition  of  the  Old  Vicarage 
property  in  Friar  Street  and  the  erection  of  eight  Council  houses 
on  this  site. 

EXISTING  HOUSING- . 

Four  cases  of  overcrowding  were  abated  during  the  year  and 
fourteen  families  were  rehoused  from  unfit  dwellings . 

Your  Council,  appreciating  the  vicious  circle  caused  by  the 
Council  refraining  from  the  demolition  of  insanitary  houses, 
which  after  the  tenants  are  rehoused  become  immediately  re-tenanted, 
have  in  throe  instances  taken  appropriate  action  under  the  Housing 
Acts  and  placed  demolition  orders  upon  three  cottages. 

Minor  repairs  to  houses  have  been  carried  out  by  landlords  as 
a result  of  action  taken  by  the  Department. 

The  installation  of  electricity  in  the  whole  of  your  218 
pre-1940  Council  houses  was  commenced. 

LETTING  OF  COUNCIL  HOUSES. 


The  letting  of  Council  houses  under  the  Points  Scheme  has 
continued  and  as  a result  of  the  watchful  eye  of  your  Housing 
Committee  who  are  quick  to  amend  anomolies , the  scheme  has  worked 
reasonably  well. 

Three  major  variations  to  the  Scheme  have  been  made  during  the 

year 

(1)  Greater  priority  has  been  given  to  applicants  living 
in  insanitary  houses  over  those  living  in  lodgings 
by  the  increase  in  points  value  given  for  the  former 
and  the  reduction  in  the  case  of  the  latter. 

(2)  The  waiting  period  for  each  registration  before  the 
allocation  of  points  has  been  reduced  from  two  years 
to  one  year. 

(3)  The  proportion  of  houses  allotted  to  Groups  I and  II 
was  amended  to  60:40. 

The  erection  of  Duplex  Flats,  whilst  open  to  certain  objections, 
mainly  on  account  of  noise  from  adjoinging  tenants,  was  completed 
and  are  serving  a most  useful  purpose,  some  forty  couples  being 
rehoused  who  otherwise  would  have  no  hope  of  finding  satisfactory 
acc  ommodat ion . 

Consideration  will  have  to  be  given  as  to  whether  your  Council 
propose  t c build  further  cf  these  dwellings  at  some  date  in  the 
future  as,  on  examination  of  the  waiting  list,  it  is  apparent  that 
there  are  many  applicants  without  children  who,  unless  accommodation 
of  this  kind  becomes  available,  will  have  no  liklihood  of  obtaining 
accommodation  in  the  forseeable  future. 

FOOD  INSPECTION. 

Efforts  have  been  made  during  the  year  t~  call  the  attention  of 
all  persons  engaged  in  the  distribution  and  supply  of  food  to  the 
need  for  cleanliness.  To  this  end,  F'-nd  Byelaws  were  adopted 
and  a lecture  and  films  hnve  been  presented  to  the  public  and  the 
food  trade  in  particular, by  Dr.  R.H.  Henderson,  the  Director  of 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  the  Worcester  Pioyal  Infirmary. 
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RODENT  CONTROL. 


At  the  end -of  November  a part-time  Rodent  Operator  was 
appointed  to  deal  with  the  numerous  minor  infestations  in  the 
Borough. 

SCAVENGING  AND  PUBLIC  CLEANSING, 

This  routine  work  has  continued  during  the  year,  refuse  being 
crllected  from  all  premises  within  the  built-up  area  once  per  week, 
thrice  weekly  from  hotels  and  monthly  from  outlying  farms. 

The  limit  of  collection  for  one  refuse  vehicle  and  driver  with 
three  men  has  now  been  reached  and  as  the  town  grows  this  service 
will  require  implementing. 

Night  s il  is  collected  from  thirteen  premises  once  each  week. 
Three  premises  with  pail  closets  were  converted  to  W.C.s.  and 
connected  to  the  public  sewer. 

Sanitary  accommodation  was  provided  to  the  Salvation  Army  Hall. 

Street  cleansing  has  continued  as  heretofore,  the  built-up  area 
being  swept  weekly  and  the  main  thoroughfares  daily. 

The  emptying  of  street  gullies  by  contract  has  proceeded 
satisfactorily.

HIGHWAYS. 

A notable  step  forward  was  made  during  the  year  by  the  making 
up  and  adoption  by  your  Council  of  the  private  streets  of  Alexander 
Avenue,  Florence  Avenue  and  the  lower  part  of  York  Avenue.  This 
leaves  only  one  unmade  rood,  Lyttelton  Road  South,  in  the  Borough. 

District  roads  generally  have  been  satisfactorily  maintained 
throughout  the  year. 

The  road  levels  at  the  foot  of  Yew  Tree  Hill  in  Newland  Road 
were  improved  and  the  road  channelled  and  drained,  which  has  helped 
in  maintaining  the  carriageway  in  better  condition  during  wet  periods. 

Two  sections  of  the  Ninefootway  off  Ombersley  Street  were  improved 
by  surfacing  with  asphalte. 

Your  Council’s  tree  planting  programme  was  continued  in  Victoria 
Avenue,  Princes  Avenue,  York  Avenue,  part  of  Oakland  Avenue,  Corbett 
Avenue,  Nunnery  Avenue  and  Stalls  Farm  Road  with  the  planting  of 
suitable  flowering  trees.  This  systematic  replanting  is  generally 
giving  great  satisfaction  to  the  townspeople  and  is  commented  upon 
most  favourably  by  visitors. 

The  repair  of  footpaths  in  Tagwell  Road,  St.  Marys  Road,  Corbett 
Avenue,  York  Avenue  and  port  of  Holloway  Road  was  carried  out  and  the 
construction  of  a new  length  of  footpath  along  Holloway  Road  from 
St.  Peters  Rectory.  Also  the  untidy  gravel  verge  between  the 
footpath  flagging  and  the  kerb  was  cleared  and  asphalted  in  King 
George  Avenue  and  Oakland  Avenue. 
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An  insanitary  ditch  in  Oakland  Avenue  was  cleaned  out  and 
partly  piped  in  to  a point  further  away  from  the  houses. 

SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS. 


These  have  been  maintained  satisfactorily  during  the  year, 
periodic  samples  of  the  sewage  effluent  being  taken. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Water  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  East  Worcestershire 
Waterworks  Company  and  it  has  been  maintained  satisfactorily  in 
quantity  and  quality; - 

Consumption  during  1950  was  115,511,000  gallons  averaging 
316,500  gallons  per  day  as  compared  with  113,374,000  gallons 
averaging  310,600  gallons  per  day  for  1949. 

This  is  a marked  increase  and  in  November  a part-time  Water 
Inspector  was  appointed  to  inspect  all  water  fittings  in  the 
Borough  and  prevent  wastage. 

PARKS  AND  OPEN  SPACES. 

These  have  been  maintained  in  as  satisfactory  a condition  as 
is  possible  with  the  labour  available.  Certain  derelict  plots 
of  land  have  been  cleared  and  planted  with  flowers,  notably  the 
corner  of  Worcester  Road  and  Old  Coach  Road  and  the  island  in 
Colman  Road. 

Plans  for  the  seeding  down  of  Covercroft  were  being  prepared 
at  the  close  of  the  year  and  also  for  the  construction  of  a 
Bowling  Green  in  Ricketts  Lane. 

INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT. 

This  has  been  disappointing  as  though  numerous  applicants  for 
sites  for  factories  have  been  received,  to  date  since  purchasing 
land  for  this  development  none  of  the  applicants  have  been  able 
to  obtain  licences  to  build. 

DR0IHWICH  CANAL. 

Two  wooden  bridges  which  had  proved  a continuous  source,  of 
expense,  the  one  at  Chawson  and  the  other  In  Vines  Park,  were 
demolished  and  rebuilt  in  steel  and  concrete. 

Your  Consulting  Engineer,  Mr.  A.H.S.  Waters,  is  preparing  a / 
scheme  for  the  abandonment  of  the  Canal* and  the  improvement  of' 
the  Canal  Basin  in  Vines  Park.
